The Senate rejected House amend- 
ments to the Senate old age pen- 
sion bill today and requested the

The bill was passed by the House 
late yesterday by a unanimous vote, 
138 affirmative votes being record- 
ed for the measure. The Senate 
passed the bill several weeks ago. 

The House made several changes 
in the Senate bill, one amendment 
allowing pensioners an independent 
income of not to exceed $150 a 
year. Another provides that pen- 
sions to a man and his wife shall 
not exceed $45 a month. Pensions 
to single persons are already fixed 
at $30 a month. 

The residence requirements were 
changed to three years in the State 
within the nine years immediately 
preceding application for pension,

The di- 
rectors responded that they would 
be pleased to accommodate me and 
would make no charge. That was 
acceptable and the arrangement was 
made.” 

Under that arrangement, Mellon 
said, the curator holds one key 
and Mellon holds another key, and 
no one may have access to the 
vault unless both, or an agent des- 
ignated by Mellon, are present with 
their keys. Jackson told Mellon 
that when he had viewed the paint- 
ings, by right of subpena, he had 
taken with him the director of the 
National Gallery in Washington, 
Charles W. Tolman.

Theft Confession Reported.

$10,000 in bonds from the Federal

STOPS RELIEF WORK 
SO FARMERS CAN 
OBTAIN WORKERS 


Pulaski County, Ill., Action 
| Prompted by Complaints 
From Aericulturalists. 


MOUND CITY, Ill., April 10.— 
| Work relief has stopped in the rural 
| districts of Pulaski County so that 
farm labor will be available this 
spring. 

The action was prompted by com- 
plaints of farmegs that workers 
preferred the work relief labor to 
farm labor. 


CHICAGO, April 10.—Relief clients 
who have done spring farm work 
in the past were given a broad 
hint today that they must look for 
jobs. 

The Illinois Emergency Relief 
Commission ordered its county ad- 
ministrators to “fire’ their clients 
—“all who would normally work on 
farms at this time of year’—from 
work relief projects. They will be 
put on direct relief instead, and 
“will be directed to seek farm em- 
ployment.” 

Their direct relief budgets will 
“be reviewed,” the Commissioner 
Announced, and “brought into line 
with the prevailing rate paid for 
full time farm !abor,” provided that 
rate is adequate by State and Fed- 
eral relief standards.

Postell Pinkston, Negro ex-con- 
vict, today was sentenced to life im- 


prisonment on his plea of guilty to 
a charge of killing William Frier- 
son, Negro policy game agent, in @ 
holdup Dec. 8, 1932. 

The death sentence was fixed by 
a jury in Circuit Court in May, 
1933. but the case was remanded by 
the Missouri Supreme Court, which 
held: that Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney John L. Sullivan had made 
prejudicial remarks to the jury. 
The Supreme Court ruled that preju- 
dice was injected when Sullivan 
commented on the previous bad 
character of the defendant, which 
had not been included-in the evi- 
dence. Sullivan was also held to 
have asked improper questions in 
his examination of veniremen. 

Sullivan recommended a life sen- 
tence when the defendant appeared 
before Judge Williams and indicat- 
ed his willingness to enter a plea of 
guilty to the first-degree murder 
charge. The Prosecutor explained 
that the State had rejected Pink- 
ston’s offer to plead guilty prior to 
the first trial, but would accept it 
now due to the probability that all 
witnesses could not be found for @ 
second trial.

At the end of yesterday’s auction, 
City Collector Baumann, who has 
advocated repeal of the Jones-Mun- 
ger law, remarked wryly, “no hits, 
no runs, no errors,” adding that the 
complete absence of bids served 
only to indicate further that the 
law was ineffective in producing 
revenue. 


“The law is entirely out of step 
‘with the New Deal,’ Baumann said. 
'“For while the Federal Government 
has been making efforts to save 
property for hard-pressed owners, 
the State Legislature has enacted a 
law working hardships on property 
owners, particularly the poor.” 
The Collector said he favored the 
old system of suits for delinquent 


taxes, resulting in judgments which | 
were liens on the property.

There are two strengths of the | 
rundsanente! units in the army—'§ 
peace strength and war strength. 
War strength, fixed by tactical re-| 
quirements of combat, averages 250 
enlisted men per company troop or 
battery. Peace strength, fixed by 
the necessity for efficient training | 
and for reasonable readiness, should | 
average 120 enlisted men. In re-| 
cent years, however, this peace 
strength average has been whittled | 
away until it now barely averages | 
70 enlisted men per company troop | 
or battery. This law restores to} 
these basic units their peacetime | 
strength. In the great majority of | 
army posts barracks were originally | 
constructed for peacetime strengths | 
so that quarters already are avail- 
able.”

Union Workers to Circulate 


Petitions in Connection 
With Gas Strike. 


Members of organized labor to- 
morrow will begin circulating peti- 
tions calling on Mayor Dickmann to 
take steps to cause the franchise 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co. to be 
revoked, because of alleged failure 
of the company “to furnish unin- 
terrupted service at a fair and rea- 


sonable charge.” 


A committee representing the 
Central Trades & Labor Union, 


functioning to aid union gas house 
workers in their strike to force the 
company to recognize their organ- 
ization as. exclusive bargaining 
agent for mechanical department 
employes, ordered 5000 petitions 
sent to union members for circula- 
tion among customers of the gas 
company. Each petition had places 
for 100 names and the persons mak- 
ing the canvass will make affidavit 
that they saw the signatures exe- 
cuted. The committee expected to 


obtain 100,000 signatures before the | 


end of the week. 

The union petition cited the com- 
pany for failing to maintain com- 
plete service since the strike was 
called nearly two weeks ago and 
mentioned company resistance to 
the city’s efforts to obtain reduced 
rates for consumers. The petition 
also mentioned the proposed 75- 
cent service charge, scheduled for 
argument next week, and the com- 
pany’s defiance of the National La- 
bor Relations Board as other rea- 
sons why, in the opinion. of the 
unions, the franchise should be 
taken away. The petition suggest- 
ed that a new company “assume 
and fulfill the responsibility. of sup: 
plying gas to the people of St. 
Louis.” 

The union committee announced, 


through its attorney, Munro Rob- | 
erts, that the petitions would be | 
submitted to’ the Mayor “When 4a | 
substantial part of the citizens from | 


all over the city have signed.” 
Water in gas mains continued to 
cause inconvenience to customers, 


especially in Northwest St. Louis. | 
The gas company has advertised a | 
reward of $1000 for information | 


leading to the conviction of persons 
responsible for the interruption in 


service. The company expressed | 
the belief that water was forced | 


into the gas mains. Strikers con- 
tend that in rainy weather water 
runs into the mains, which have to 
be drained occasionally, They 
blame the-trouble on the alleged 


failure of the company to, take} 


prompt and efficient action, due to 


the strike of its experienced work- 


ers 

Residents of the 4400 to 4600 
blocks of South Spring avenue and 
intersecting streets are also expe- 


riencing gasless days, due to water | 


in the mains. Like those affected 
earlier in Northwest St. Louis, they 
have purchased or borrowed oil 
stoves and electric burners follow- 
ing several cold meals. Some fam- 
jlies are taking their meals at res- 
taurants.

HE Pimlico Futurity of this 
iow if carried out according 
to present plans, is Jikely to pro- 
duce the second most valuable 
two-year-old fixture in the coun- 
try. Its conditions call for a $10 
nominating fee and two payments 
of $20 and $50 subsequently will 
be required. The starting fee will 
be $1000, so that if 100 juveniles 
are nominated and 20 horses g0 
to the post, the race will be worth 
around $28,000, without any added 
money. 

The Pimlico Futurity of past 
years enjoyed remarkable pros- 
perity. Starting in 1921, when it 
paid $42,750, it reached a peak of 
more than $62,000 in 1932, after 
which the race was dropped. 

At that time Pimlico was pay- 
ing taxes of $9000 or more daily 
to the State and could not make 
the grade. The depression forced 
the abandonment of this race, as 
well as the slashing of the Preak- 
ness and other added moneys. Un- 
der the new modified taxation, 
Pimlico feels able to resume 
where it left off. 

In the 16 years this race was 
run, only once did a Futurity win- 
ner capture the Kentucky Derby. 
That was in its first running, 
when the then unbeaten Morvich 
turned up as the victor in both. 

Bubbling Over, a Kentucky 
classic victor, finished second 
in 1925; and the next year Whis- 
kery, which finished third in the 
Futurity, also won the Derby. 
Twenty Grand ran _ second to 
Equipoise in the 1930 Futurity 
and then won the Derby next 
year.

SANTIAGO, Chile, April 10.— 
Athletes from five South American 
countries will meet tomorrow’. to 
begin the ninth Continental track 
and field championships after a 
ended 
last night in a decision to admit 
three Argentine entries. 

The Argentine Athletic Federa- 
tion first declared it lacked funds 
to send a representative team, then 
changed its mind and sent three 
athletes without giving the neces- 
Sary ten days’ advance notice. Un- 
der the rules of the South Ameri- 
ean Federation teams must include 
at least ten competitors, and no- 
tice of participation must be given 
ten days in advance. 

Brazil at first opposed the Ar- 
gentine participation, but after oth- 
er delegates pointed out that 
Uruguay had only an eight-man 
team it withdrew its objections to 
avoid embarrassing Chile, which 
supported its traditional rivals. 

The four-day meet will consist 
of 20 standard events. with Brazil, 
Peru and Chile, as well as Argenti- 
na and Uruguay competing. Argen- 
tina won the last meet at Montevi- 
deo in 1933, and has taken the title 
seven times in 11 meets. including 
three unofficial competitions. Chile 
won the other four.

The Militarism of Senator Nye 


war rests on a number of ideas that have 

taken shape in the last 20 years. There 
is the belief that munition makers promote 
War scares to intensify the race of arma- 
ments and to obstruct the limitation of ar- 
maments. There is the belief that the hope 
of war prosperity predisposes many in favor 
of war. There is the belief that war profits 
prolong a war after it has started. 

There is a wide and deep resentment at 
the contrast between the sacrifice of the 
soldier and the safety and the prosperity of 
the civilian. There is the conviction that 
the financing of war by inflation not only 
produces excessive profits, but entails a dis- 
astrous post-war deflation, 

From these various beliefs, the general 
idea has taken root that if war were made 
unprofitable and disagreeable for everyone, 
it would be less likely to be begun, would 
be ended more quickly and would have less 
evil after-effects. 

This, I take it, is the common idea which 
inspires the two bills now before Congress, 
the one originating in the House and known 
as the McSwain bill, the other originating in 
the Senate and known as the Nye bill. Us- 
ing somewhat different devices, the two bills 
are yet essentially the same. 

Both propose to make war unprofitable by 
giving the Government absolute power over 
the whole economic life of the country. Both 
propose to suspend completely the operation 
of the law of supply and demand for goods 
and for salaries, wages, interest, and to sub- 
stitute for it universal conscription of prop- 
erty and persons. Neither hill says this 
quite so biuntly as I have put it, but never- 
theless, it is, I believe, an accurate descrip- 
tion of both bills. ; 

The logic is perfectly simple. If profit is 
to be eliminated from war, men must work 
for patriotic motives, under compulsion, ora 
combination of the two,

The most curious thing about this whole 
movement is that men passionately devoted 
to peace should end by sponsoring the crea- 
tion of the most absolute war machine con- 
ceivable. With these bills on the statute 
books, everyone's person and property 
would be at the disposal of the Government 
from the moment war was declared. Now, 
as I understand it, the theory is that this 
prospect will be so disagreeable that it will 
cause the people to oppose the war party. 
Perhaps so. But I fear it may work just 
the opposite result. 

When a great war is approaching, when 
the situation is as it was in 1914 in Europe 
and is today in Europe, the issue of war 
and peace does not present itself with a 
free choice between fighting and not fight- 
ing. It presents itself as a choice between 
defense and destruction. Even a war of 
conquest presents itself to the aggressor na- 
tion as a choice between ruin if it does not 
attack and salvation if it does. Great wars 
are not imminent until this sense of tragic 
inevitability possesses a nation. 

Now, when this pre-war atmosphere exists, 
will it strengthen or weaken the war party 
to have statutes on the books which auto- 
matically give the war party absolute con- 
trol of persons and property the instant war 
is declared? My guess is that it will enor- 
mously strengthen the war party and break 
down the resistance of the peace party by 
making it certain in advance that every- 
one’s career and interests during the war 


will instantly be at the absolute disposal of 
the military command. Under the Nye plan, 
anyone who has opposed the war before it 
started or wishes to make peace after it 
has started can be drafted into the army and 
silenced. 

In the past, the most effective restraints 
upon a war party have been doubt as to 
whether it could conscript an army and ob- 
tain popular support. These bills remove 
those restraints as completely as they have 
been removed in the militarized countries of 
Europe. There is only one thing missing, 
and that is the war censorship bill which 
would certainly have to accompany them. 

* * * 


With these bills on the statute books, a 
war party would no longer have to worry 
whether it could persuade Congress to 
enact conscription, whether it could per- 
suade the people to pay for the war. All 
these doubts would have been removed in 
advance, and once war was legally declared, 
an absolutely irresistible war machine would 
automatically come into being. The fact 
that it had been created by pacifists to pre- 
vent war would only disguise a little the 
much greater fact that the net, actual, prac- 
tical effect of either bill is to set up auto- 
matically a military dictatorship. 

Looked at from the point of view of ef- 
ficiency in time of war, there is much to be 
said for some features of both bills. Con- 
scription and dictatorship are necessary in 
great modern wars, and these bills recog- 
nize it. 

The elimination of excessive profits, the 
control of prices, the allocation of materials, 
the planning of capital investment are al] 
part of the modern war-making function. 
They are required for the production of mu- 
nitions and of necessary supplies. They are 
required for the sake of the national morale, 
which tends to disintegrate when some men 
are sacrificed and others profiteer. They 
are required to control the war inflation 
and the subsequent deflation. An enlight- 
ened war college could find many “valuable 
suggestions in both bills for conducting war 
more effectively. 

But if anyone thinks there is anything in 
either bill to prevent war, he is deceiving 
himself mightily. The only provisions in 
either bill which even pretend to minimize 
the probability of war are those which, by 
control of prices and wages~or by taxation, 
seek to make war unprofitable for civilians. 
But since the civilians who are deprived of 
the incentive of profit are immediately sub- 
jected to the compulsion of military law. all 
that happens is that the motive of fear is 
substituted for the motive of profit. Sena- 
tor Nye seems to think men support war 
because they hope for personal gain, and so 
he proposes to cure them of this vice by 
forcing them to support wars because thev 
can be conscripted. : 

This is not the first time that American 
pacifism has proposed a cure for war 
which really makes war more difficult to 
prevent. The present movement to prevent 
war by making it unprofitable is the logical 
successor of the movement to abolish war 
by making it illegal. The effect of making 
war illegal has not been to abolish war. It 
has been to promote a kind of aggression 
that is peculiarly dangerous.

Diver Finds Machine but No. 


Bodies in It—License 
Plates Missing.

NEW YORK, April 10.—A volun- 
teer diver after four trips to the 
bottom of the East River last night 
found an automgbile thought to 
have been the one that plunged 
from a Brooklyn pier with four or 
five persons early yesterday. He 
was unable to find any bodies. 

John F. Turner, who said he had 
recovered hundreds of bodies in 
the Eastland disaster in Chicago 
in 1915, descended despite a warn- 
ing by police and fireboat search- 
ers that the water was too rough 
for divers. On his third trip he 
found two automobiles, one of them 
an old one which police think had 
been junked. He returned with a 
new horn from the other automo- 
bile. Turner sought license plates 
on the fourth trip, but came back 
up to.report the car bore none. 

Joseph Weiner, a milk truck driv- 
er, said he saw at least two men 
and two women in the machine that 
went into the East River, and pos- 
sibly a fifth person. Screams of 
the women rose as the car hurtled 
through a $one-foot strong piece 
and disappeared in the river, he 
said. 

Police expressed a theory that the 
driver was blinded by. rain ° and 
failed to realize his danger.
